The farmers in Jackson cou nty are 
more intere-ted in the orchard qu es­ 
tion than ev ei' before.

Massenet, the I* tench coinp»*>cr, di**o 
in Paris tiic <>ther day. 
His autobiography was being put* 
fished in one o f the monthly periodic 
als and, singularly enough, the fie-i 
chapter appeared a few days after Ills 
death.

IIH use of iinfermcnted grape juice 
is tin* basis of several cures. 
Tin* 
juice is said to be excellent in 
some forms of stomach and intestinal 
troubles and for those who need a tonic 
or are suffering from anaemia. 
A number o f ways of preparing th*’ 
grape jui* e are given here 
it may be 
put up with or without sugar. 
Sele«*t 
sound, rip** Concord grapes. 
Remove 
the stems, rejecting all grapes that, are 
soft. 
Wash a peek and put into a pro 
serving kettle with three quarts of cold 
water. 
When soft enough strain the 
juice, 
but 
do 
not 
press 
tin* 
pulp 
through. 
Add two thirds of a cup of 
sugar for each quart and bring to a 
boil, skimming carefully. 
Sterilize the 
bottles, till with juice ami cork tightly. 
Keep in a cool, dark place. 


Unsweetened Juice. 


If you desire to make grape juice 
without sugar stem the fruit and lay it 
in cold water. L ift out with a skimmer 
and put into a kettle. 
Bring slowly t*> 
the boiling poipt and cook until the 
»kins break. 
Pour into a bag made of 
course new cotton cloth and hang to 
drain overnight. 
Next morning bring 
to a boil again and have jars hot and 
sterilized. 
F ill to overflowing and seal 
immediately. 
This juice should have 
one third cold water added for drink 
ing. 
Fancy Drinks. 


Nectar of Grape Juice.—Take one 
pint of grape juice, two lemons, one 
orange, about one cupful of sugar and 
a pint of ice water. 
Serve cold. 
G ar 
insli with slices of orange and lemon. 
Grape Ju ice Punch.—Boil 
together 
one pound of sugar nnd half a pint of 
water until a thread may l>o drawn 
from it. 
Take from the fire and when 
cool add th«* juice of six lemons nnd a 
quart of grain1 juice. 
Stand it aside 
overnight. 
Serve with plain or soda 
water. 


A S p i c e d D r a u g h t . 


Grape Juice Mulled. 
Grate the rind 
of an orange and soak it for a quarter 
of an hour in the juice of a lemon. 
Add a half pint of water and a tea 
spoonful of sugar. 
Put these in a 
saucepan. a«ld a quart l»ottle of unfer 
mented grape juice, four whole cloves 
and a pinch of powdered ma< e. 
Bring 
It slowly to the boiling point and sim 
iner ten minutes. 
Make a sirup by boiling together a 
cup of sugar and two tablespoonfuls of 
water 
I>o n**t stir, but let it c<*»k till 
It w ill thread 
Pour this gradually on 
the stithy beaten w h ites of two eggs, 
add th«* grape Jui e at boiling point, 
dust lightly with grated nutmeg and 
serve at once.

Here is the best kind of an alarm 
clock for the sound sleeping boy whc 
has difficulty in awakening on time 
It w ill not only arouse him, but will 
keep on ringing until he gets up and 
turns the lever that opens the elec­ 
tric circuit. 
You w ill see by examining the de­ 
tails of this electric clock that it is 
very simple to make. 
Almost any 
kind of an alarm-clock that you own 
can be used, but for a clock designed 
similar to that in Fig. 1 it should be | 
of the common round form shown in ! 
Fig. 4. 
If you own a clock of a differ- | 
ent kind, you can change the design of 
the wooden case to suit it. 
Hg. 2 shows the pattern for the 
front and back of the wooden case for 
the electric clock illustrated. 
In or­ 
der to get the sides of these pieces 
alike, first 
draw a 
center-line 
as 
shown, then each side of this lay off 
the measurements given. 
Box boards 
about % inch thick will do for mate­ 
rial. The opening for the clock should 
be cut through each piece before the 
pieces themselves are cut out, so as 
to leave as much margin around the 
hole as possible; this w ill lessen the 
danger of splitting the wood in cutting 
the hole. 
Bevel the face edge of the 
hole cut through the front piece (Fig. 
1). 
The wooden case must 
be 
deep 
enough to allow for a dry battery. This 


electric-bell, and connect the remain 
Ing binding-post of the battery with 
that of the bell. 
Cut a small slot through the back 
board of the case for nail E. 
You w ill 
see that when nail E is pushed up. 
block C w ill turn, and that when nail 
D stxikes nail F the electric circuit 
w ill be closed and the bell will ring. 
The rubber-band G (Figs. 3 and 6) is 
necessary to break the 
connection 
when the pressure on nail E is re­ 
moved. 
Now all that is required to com­ 
plete the mechanism is a lever extend­ 
ing from (he winding key of the alarm 
of your clock far enough over to strike 
nail E, so that when the clock alarm 
goes off it w ill push up nail E and 
make the connection between nails 
D and F. 
This lever (H , Fig. 5) may 
be a piece of brass rod, or a large wire 
nail. 
It must be fastened in a wrood- 
en post (I, Fig. 5), and the end of this 
post must be cut to fit over the alarm- 
key and be wired to it, as shown in 
Figs. 7 and 8. 
All clock keys do not 
turn in the same direction when un­ 
winding. 
If the alarm key on your 
clock turns from right to left in un­ 
winding, the lever w ill press nail E 
down instead of up; in this case the 
contact nails D and F must 
be 
so 
placed that the contact w ill be made 
when the nail E is pushed down. 
To 
shut off the alarm, it is of course only 
necessary to give the alarm key a half 
turn. 
As it w ill take very little material 
to cover the woodwork, you will prob­ 
ably have enough stain or paint left 
over from some other 
work 
with 
which to finish it.

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battery w ill govern the width of the 
side and top pieces; the lengths of the 
side and top pieces w ill of course be 
determined by the front 
and 
back 
pieces already cut. 
Fasten the side 
and top pieces to each other and to 
the front piece, using finishing-nails 
for the nailing; 
then cut flie base 
piece of the proper size to make a 
projection of % inch outside of the 
case all around, and fasten the case 
to it. 
The neatness of your work 
w ill depend a great deal upon the ac* 
curacy with Which the ends of the side 
and top pieces are cut, so be careful 
in preparing them. 


The alarm-clock is supported upon a 
narrow shelf fastened to 
the 
back 
piece (A, Pig. 4). 
The face of 
the 
alarm-clock should be set flush with 
the inside face of the front of the 
wooden case, so in fastening the clock 
to shelf A, you must take this into 
consideration. 
If the clock is exactly 
as deep as the wooden clock-case, the 
ring at the top of the back of the clock 
can be screwed to the wooden back 
(B, Fig. 4); if smaller, it w ill have 
to be blocked out away from the back 
piece. 
The bottom of the clock is held 
to the shelf by wiring the 
legs 
to 
nails, as shown. 
The back board is 
screwed to the case so it can be re­ 
moved easily when the bell or battery 
requires attention. 
The battery should be placed in the 
bottom of the case, and the electric- 
bell should be screwed to the inside 
of the face, as shown in Fig. 3. 
Cut 
the wooden block C a trifle smaller 
in diameter than the inside depth of 
the case (Figs. 3 and 6), drive the 
nails I> and E into the edge at right 
angles, as shown in Fig. 6, and screw* 
the block through its center to the 
side of the case on a line with the 
center of the alarm-clock (Fig 
3). 
Drive nail F into the side of the case 
one-half inch below block C and in 
line with its center (Figs. 3 and 6), 
then connect this nail and one of the 
binding-posts of the battery with a 
piece of electric-bell wire, connect nail 
D with one of the binding-posts of the
